NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The business of Abe 
Stein & Co., importers of goat skins, 
hides, etc., has been placed in the 
hands of a receiver. The house is the 
largest in this line in the United States, 
and probably in the world, doing a busi- 
ness of $5,000,000 a year. It is said the 
receivership was precipitated by the 
unexpected suspension of the London 
house of Jacob Stein & Co., through 
which the New York firm did business. 

Abe Stein, the senior partner, who is 
now in London, cabled the information 
also, that drafts for large amounts ha¢ 
gone to protest. The liabilities are 
placed at $1,000,000, with large assets. 
The firm had branches in many foreign 
countries, and the effect of the failure 
is expected to be far-reaching. David

CHICAGO, Dec. . —(Ry the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Coughlin case fur- 
nished a fresh se-wation this morning. 
when the attorney for Coughlin pre- 
sented affidavits, whowing that Juror 
Fred C. Rehm swore falsely in his ex- 
amination for adinission to the jury.

LON DON, Dec. 1.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Advices from Rio de 
Janeiro say there is no truth in the re- 
port that President Peixotto has re- 
signed. His forces, today, were en- 
gaged in repairing dangerous breaches 
in the forts and earthworks ashore. 

The dispatch confirms the report that 
Mello left. Rio with a portion of his 
fleet to intercept vessels coming to 
Peixotto’s aid. There was some des- 
perate fighting between the rebel ships 
and the forts at the entrance to the 
harbor as Mello tried to go out. The 
fire of the forts was well-directed and 
Mello succeeded in getting past only 
after his flagship had been severely 
damaged. Once out he steered south- 
wardly, but it is believed that this was 
only a ruse and that the admiral 
changed his course as soon as he was 
out of sight. 

It is reported that Mello is not scared 
at the reported power of the dynamite 
gun on board one of the vessels of the 
relieving squadron. He took with him 
a number of fast steam launches for 
use in the coming encounter. It Is said 
that Mello has much more fear of the 


fast torpedo boats which the coming 
squadron brings with it.

The Net Gold Reserve, rve, Net Cash

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The public debt state- 
ment shows the net increase of the pub- 
lic debt, less cash in the treasury, dur- 
ing the month of November was $6,716,- 
498. The interest-bearing debt has in- 
creased $180. The debt on w h in- 
terest has ceased since maturity has 
decreased $35,190, and the debt bearing 
no interest has decreased $343,166. This 
is a decrease in the cash balance in the 


The interest-bearing debt is $585,059,- 
220, and the debt bearing no interest is 
$374,589,716. The total debt is $961,568,- 
316. Certificates and treasury notes are 
offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the treasury, the amount being $599,- 
229,402, an increase of $11,619,441. The 
net gold reserve, today, is $82,959,049, and 
the net cash balance, $12,240,567. The 
total available balance is $95,196,616, a 
decrease of $7,094,674. The total cash 
in the treasury, %734,320,435. The _ re- 
ceipts of the government for thie month 
of November aggregated $23,979,401; ex- 
penditures, $31,302,026.

The news of a great federal victory 
in Rio Grande do Sul is fully confirmed.

The Southern Pacific seems disposed 
to grant further concessions to South- 
ern California, and to give as much 
Hmit as porsible to the tickets which 
are sold at local points on their Pa- 
cific system to San Francisco during 
the period of the Midwinter Fair. That 


company now announces that all round- ' 
; trip excursion tickets, sold on their Pa- 


cific eystem, to the Midwinter Fair at 
San Francisco, will be good for thirty 
days, which tncludes, of course, the 
time going and returning, and are for 
a continuous trip both ways. As there 
is no doubt, quite a number of Northern | 
people (and by that is meant not onty 
these residing in San Francisco, but in 
Northern California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, British Columbia and Nevada,) 
will want to take a trip to Southern 
Celifornia within the lifetime ef. the, 
above-described ticket, many of them 
probably will spend from ten to twelve 
days in San Francisco, and the balance 
in Southern California.

SHORTENING HIS ROUTE. 
One of the recommendations of the 
Board of Public Works as prepared yes- 
terday. is that the City Attorney pre- 
sent an ordinance allowing a change 
of route of the old Los Angeles and Pa- 
cific Railroad.

Clapp & Co.’s last circular says: “One 
hundred and thirty-one roads report- 
ing for the year show a net decrease 
in earnings of about $2,000,000, or a 
trie. over 2 per cent. of last year’s 
gross, which was nearly $65,000,000; 146 
roads, September 30, a net loss 
of over $7,000,000, and more than twice 
the amount of their gross decrease, 
These figures indicate a marked differ- 
ence in favor of the better class of 
roads, not so heavily handicapped by. 

The Middie West- 
ern group are the only ones showing 
net increase for September.

ARIZONA NEWS. 


Variations of Latitude as Shown 
by a Snowstorm. 


The Orange Crop Outleok Good—Sonora 
 Oranges—After an Indian Reservation. 
, Good Work at the Agua 
Pria Dam. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 

TUCSON, Nov. 28.--The bigness of 
Arizona is well instanced in the recent 
storm that struck some of Southern Cal- 
ifornia inthe shape of snow. In the 
Southern part of the Territory there 
was no snow on the ordinary level. 
From Tucson the peaks of the Catalinas 
could be seen beautifully crested. At 
Yuma there was no snow in sight at any 
time. While from Northern Arizona 
come vastly different stories. Eight 
inches fell at Flagstaff. In the moun- 
tains thereabouts it was two to four feet 
deep. On the Mohave Desert it fell for 
the first time in the memory of the old- 
est inhabitant. The incoming Jerome 
stage had to be abandoned on account of 
the snow, the passengers and mail get- 
ting in on horseback. 

THE INDIANS VS. THE WHITE MAN. 

What the Indian is getting in Arizona 
in advantages over the white man is 
rather unfair—to the white—is_ in- 
stanced near Gila Bend, at a reserva- 
tion there. 

There, cornering at the very edge of. 
the little city, lies a whole township 
set apart by the general government 
for the use of not over thirty Pap- 
ago Indians. At least ten thousand 
acres of the land is as fine as could be 
found in Arizona, and is irrigated by 
both the East Riverside and the Gila 
Bend canals. These canals run across 
the reservation, through ail its fertile 
acres untilled, vacant for six miles, till 
the western border of the reserve is 
reached and the white man has been 
given a chance to develop the resources 
of the soil. On either side of the re- 
serve, land and water are worth at least 
$20 an acre. And yet here are 23.- 
040 acres held for the benefit of a few 
dirty Papagos who find tkeir only em- 
ployment in the most repulsive of the 
white man’s’vices. Notan acre do they 
till of the reservation land. Delegate 
Mark Smith has introduced a bill for 
opening the neservation and removing 
the Indians. 

TO UTILIZE HOBOS. 

Gen. Santa Ana Perez, commander- 
in-chief of the Mexican revolutionists 
south of Deming, has had a bright 
idea. He offersemployment to the vast 
hordes of hobos which travel over the 
Southern Pacific. To those who have 
nothing to fight with, he offers $2.50 
per day and provides them with fire- 
arms. Those who command a rifle and 
revolver will be given $5. The only 
drawback is that President Porfirio 
Diaz gives no quarters to captured reb- 
els. They are just Shot like dogs with- 
outanytrial. The idea of the leaders 
of the rebel forcesis to offer induce- 
ments to the great army of unemployed 
passing through this point from Cali- 
fornia, and, by their aid, effect the cap- 
ture of the northern States of Mexico.

A fine engine has been set, 
a large boiler is there,-also a large wire 
cabie which will be placed at once and 
a trolly arrangement perfected by 
which rock will be conveyed to any 
point on the dam from the adjoining 
quarry. The lower reservoirs will 
probably uow be finished within the 
next three months and the construc- 
tion of canals begun. The enterprise 
will open up a large body of available 
and fine land. 

THE ORANGE OUTLOOK,

Him Feel. 

A Pall Mall Budget correspondent, 
who visited a London opium “joint,” 
says: ‘I made a point of watching the 
effect of the successive pipes on myself 
carefully. As before, the first pipe had 
no effect ataill. After the second pipe 
i found I was beginning to perspire 
gently and the skin was soft and re. | 
laxed, exactly as if I had been taking 
Dover’s powder. 
me that opium smoking might be useful 
in muscalar rheumatism. I smoked five | 
pipes one after the other, and fancied 
that the action of the heart wasslightly | 
depressed; but beyond this I felt noth- | 
ing whatever. I had been chatting 
with my host as he managed my pipe | 
for me, and had ascertained that there 
were no public restaurants, the cook- 
ing béing done in the boarding-honses, 


mor was there a public ‘joss’ house; my | 


host had his ‘jose’ in a special room in 
his own house. As time was getting 
on I rose to leave, and received several 
friendly nods and grins.from the other 
men there. After] had left the place 
about a quarter of an hour I began to 
find that. the opium was taking effect. 
My limbs felt as if they did not ‘belong | 
to me; I could control them, but they 
seemed to be a part of some one else. 
‘‘My brain seemed quite clear and very 
active, but I became aware that it was 
doing the thinking on its own account; 
I could not govern or direct the chain 
of my thoughts, which proceeded in the 
most grotesque order, the most irrel- 
evant ideas following one another and 
getting mixed up with the ideas called 
up by external surroundings. My sight, 
too, was affected. I fancied there was 
a very faint haze over everything, and 
it seemed as if the power of adjustment 
was lost and size and distance were dif- 
ficultto determine. I had slight hallu- 
cinations also; for instance, I was for a 
moment certain that a centipede about 
four or five inches long, with a chain 
round it, was walking up my leg, At 
the same time 1 knew it was onlya 
vision, and that it arose from my hav- 
ing seen during the day a man in the 
street selling one of the reptile toys 
which run along and are held by a 
string. Soon after I found the greatest 
difficulty in keeping my eyes open, 
though my brain was still abnormally 
active. This passed off, and I felt no 
ill effects of any kind; and I may men- 
tion that next morning I had neither 
headache nor the least feeling of dis- 
comfort of any kind, 
“Certainly this will not be my last 
trial. The experience was sufficiently 
interesting to make me curious to carry 
it a point further, and see what the 
dreams of the actual opium sleep are 
like. Ithink also it might be nseful if 
the subject were investigated by med- 
ical men, ,to see if opium-smoking 


|}-might not be found a convenient way of 


administering the drug to patients who 
otherwise cannot take it without the 
stomach being upset. As for the so- 
called ‘dens,’ they seemed to me 
simply poorly-fitted social clubs, and 
certainly as free from anything visibly 
objectionable as, to say the least of it, 
public houses of the same clasa.”’

Perry’s Claim Against 
Mrs. Doria Jones. 


An Interesting Case Decided by 
Judge Shaw.

By the terms of the contract between 
the parties, the plaintiff agreed to do 
the plumbing and gasfitting in Mrs. 
Jones's new residence, on Pico and Al- 
varado streets, for $1000, to be paid in 
installments. There was also a provi- 
sion that the owner of the building 
should not be answerable in any man- 
ner, or accountable for any loss or 
damage that might happen to the work, 
and that the contractor must ‘make 


_ good all damage from whatever cause, 


and that for any loss of the contractor 
by fire, the owner would not under any 
be answerable or ac- 


In pursuance of this contract, which 
was sublet to the plaintiff corporation 
by S. M. Perry, plaintiff did work to 


\the amount of..$662, but did not com- 


piete the work, for the reason that on 
August 4, 1891, while engaged in it, the 


‘house was, without fault of either of 


the parties, entirely destroyed by fire. 
The rough work, however, had been 
completed, and the first payment of 
$300 made thereon, before the fire oc- 
curred. Mrs. Jones, deciding not to re- 
build, the work was never finished. The 
licn is claimed for the balance of $362 
of the work done, which balance re- 
mains unpeid. 

It is urged that a lien can exist under 
the law, only by reason of the erection

SUPREME COURT OPINIONS. 


Two opinions were received from the 
Sypreme Court yesterday by Deputy 
Clerk Sesnon, for Sling in this city. 
of which the following is a synopsis: 

The People, ete. (respondents) Ys. 
Claude L. Hill (appellant.) The defend- 
ant was convicted of the crime of em- 
bezzlement, and the judgment was that 
he be punished by imprisonment in 
the State prison at Folsom for the 
term of three years. Appeal was taken 
from this judgment, and an order deny- 
ing his motion for a new trial, appel- 
lant contending that the verdict was 
not justified by the evidence. 

It was shown that Robert C. Brink- 
ley and defendant had been acquainted 
for twenty-five years; that, in Febru- 
ary, 1892, defendagt came to this State, 
and immediately“went to Brinklev’s 
house, in this city, where he remained 
until the September following, when he 
left for San Francisco, and obtained 
employment there. In May, 1892, Brink- 
ley went East, and was there engaged 
and traveled about with ae theatrical 
company. During his absence, defend- 
ant attended to his financial affairs 
here, paying his bills, etc. Brinkley was 
indebted to W. E. de Groot on a note, 
which became due August 10, and was 
secured by a mortgage on his houyse- 
hold furniture, the amount due at its 
maturity being $390. On July 20, he 
wrote to defendant to have this note 
extended, but, failing in this, he. tele- 
graphed the money from Memphis on 
August 10, and the money was promptly 
paid. Shortly after receiving this mon¢ey 
defendant paidDe~-Groot— ahd in- 
duced the latter to wait for the balance. 
Brinkley met defendant in San Francisco 
in October, and remained with him two 
weeks, but nothing was said ahput 
the note, and it was not until his re- 
turn to this city, when De Groet in- 
formed him of it, that he learned of 
the non-payment of his note. He at 


Appellant further contended that .sev- 
eral errors of law were committed by 
the court, which also oall for a re- 
verfeal, but only one of these alleged 
errors is noticed. This was as to the 
admission of the trial court of evidence 
with reference to the $89 given to de- 
fendant by Brinkley, with which to pay 
a debt owing to Niles Pease, and ‘it is 
held that as this was not a part of the 
res gestae, and had no connection with 
the alleged embezzlement two months 
before, it was clearly inadmissa ble. The 
prosecution had no right to introduce 
such evidence for the purpose of show. 
ing an intent to embezzle the $300, and 
its attorney had no right to comment 
upon it as a circumstance tending to 
show defendant's guilt. 

The rule is, that every error is pre. 
sumed to work injury unless it ap- 
pears that no injury could have re- 
sulted. That the defendant might have 
been, and probably was, prejudiced by 
the erroneous rulings of the court, is 
quite apparent. cudgment and order 
reversed, and cause remanded for a 
new trial.

Combining Against Anarchists. 

The governments of continental Eu- 
rope have undertaken to stamp out an- 
archism. They have eed among 
themselves to arrest 1 Anarchists 
wherever found. and to return those of 
foreign nationality to the authorities 
of their respective countries, to be 
dealt with there according to local 
laws. In France the most drastic meas- 
ures against Anarchists are being en- 
forced, and in Spain and Germany ar- 
rests are being made by the wholesale.

The American Navy. 

Secretary Herbert's report on the 
navy is an interesting documént, espe-— 
cially where he touches on the progress 
that has been made by this country in 
naval construction. This is certainly 
something of which Americans have a 
right to feel proud. It only seems 
yesterday since the navy of the United 
States was a laughing stock to the 
world, and a constant source of jest to 
the writers in the funny papers. Now 
we have a number of vessels which are 
equal in their line to anything that is 
afloat, while at least two of the re- 
cently-constructed cruisers are supe 
rior in speed to any war-vessel in the 
world. The manner in which this fleet 
has been built up within so short a 
space of time is certainly a matter of 
which Americans have a right to boast. 
It was a new experiment in this coun- 
try, and many doubts were expressed 
as to whether the job of building a 
modern navy could be successfully car- 
ried out, at least, until experience had 
been gained through many failures. To 
the astonishment of the general public, 
and perhaps even to some extent of 
the constructors of these vessels, they 
have turned out to be marvellously 
successful. In fact, the history of for- 
eign navy-yards fails to show a case 
where a new departure of this kind 
has been attained by so few failures. 
It is another proof of the fact that 
American ingenuity and pluck, backed | 
by the wonderful resources of this 
country, can overcome all obstacles, 
and not only produce results fully equal 
to those which have been achieved in 
countries that have the experience of 
centuries to draw upon, but that we 
can improve considerably on their 
methods. 

While we have laid the foundation 
of a powerful navy, that which has «o 


judiciously invested, and that we do 
not imitate the errors of some other 
nations, but rather profit by their ex- 
perience, 


Some Election Figures. 

An Ohio contemporary calls attention 
to some remarkable facts which are 
disclosed by the study of the officjal 
tables of the recent elections. One year 
ago the States that voted on the 7th 
ult. piled up 68,458 Democratic major- 
ity and 97,593 Republican majority,a 
follows:

Commenting upon these striking fig- 
ures, our contemporary says: 

“This shows a remarkable revulsion 
of public feeling when the Republican 
excess of votes jumps from 29,135 in 
1892 to 371,000 in 1893, or just one year's 
time. Of the eight States named the 
Republicans carried but four in 1892; 
now they sweep the platter. It is, per- 
haps, the most remarkable change ever 
shown in American politics. And yet 
some people are keen to argue that it 
means absolutely nothing. No man is 
so blind as he who is looking for noth- 
ing.”’ 

The result of the elections was, in- 
deed, remarkable, from an ordinary 
point of view; but, after all, as The 
Times has previously remarked, it is 
not so much these elections which are 
remarkable as the Democratic land- 
slide of three years ago. The people of 
this country have merely got back to 
their normal condition, after going ona 
big “‘jag,"’ and waking up with a head- 
ache—that is about all there is to it.

AIKS i tions, as Eyropean 
countries frequently feel called upon 
to do, but we must be ready at all 
times to protect the interests of Amer- 
icans abroad, and to make other na- 
tions, small or great, respect the Stars 
ang Stripes. That they have not dene 
So in the past is due to the fact that 
we have not been prepared to enforce 
any protests or claims that we have 
made. Events that have occurred dur- 


ing the past few years, and which are 
now occurring, in Central America and 
South America, and in the islands of 
the Pacific, show plainly how necessary 
it is for us to be able to back up our 
diplomatic representatives with a proper 
show of force. 

In regard to an increase in the 
Strength of the navy, Mr. Herbert -rec- 
ommends the addition of some battle 
ships and torpedo-vessels. It may be 
necessary to add to the navy a few 
first-class battle-ships, but the experi- 
ence of the past few years in Europe 
seems to show that these ocean mon- 
sters are expensive luxuries, which are 
sometimes more dangerous to those on 
board of them than to the enemy. One 
of these ships costs an enormous amount 
of money, and it may be destroyed in- 
Stantaneously by a little torpedo-boat 
which only costs a few thousand dollars. 
Then these great vessels are generally 
unwieldy, clumsy, and cannot steam a 
long distance without recoaling, all of 
which puts them at a serious disad- 
vantage in competing with lighter and 
swifter vessels. It is true that the 
British admiralty still sticks to this 
Class of vessels, is a very conservative, 
not to say fossilized institution, which 
has been the butt of British humorists 
for many years, and it would scarcely 
be a part of wisdom for us to pattern 
after British naval methods, without 
at least a full and independent investi- 
gation as to their merits or demerits. 
It seems to be the general impression, 
outside of official circles in England 
and other European countries, that the 
wisest system in naval construction is 
not to-put too many eggs in one basket, 
but to build a number of small, heavily- 
armored vessels, each carrying one of 
the heaviest guns that is made. Such 
vessels can be constructed for about 
one-fifth of the cost of a first-class 
battle-ship. They are more difficult to 
hit from a distance, not presenting so 
much’ surface to the gunners, and the 
risk of loss is much reduced, as there 
are five chances to one against the ves- 
sels being destroyed by torpedoes or 
otherwise. Then, in addition to this, 
if we have a number of light, torpedo- 
boats and dynamite vessels, we could 
certainly make a far more effective 
showing than if we put the . same 
amount of .money into two or three 
floating fortresses, which are liable at 
any moment to become the coffins of 
their crews, Of course, this is a ques- 
tion which will have to be discussed, 
and finally decided upon by technical 
experts, but it is a well-known fact 
that such men often fall into a rut or 
pursue a hobby to an illogical extent,

ASLEEP IN A RUNAWAY CAR. | 
An Overworked Conductor Sleeps Soundly 
Through a Perilous Ride Down Grade. 
Conductor John McHugh, on the Le- 
high Valley road, was waked up in his 
caboose at Hazleton, Pa., the other 
morning after one of the most perilous 
rides in his twenty-seven years’ ex- 
perience in railroading, says the Phila- 
delphia Times. Early in the morning 
his train passed Lizard Creek Junction, 
only a mile from Weatherly, the stop- 
ping point. It was then that McHugh 
told Aaron Eifert, the brakeman, to cut 
the caboose loose from the train at 
the lower end of Weatherly siding and 
let the engine take the train to the 
western end. As instructed, the brake- 
man a few minutes later pulled the 
coupling pin which held the _ ca- 
boose to the train. Supposing that Mc- 
Hugh would take care of the caboose, 
Eifert continued up the siding with the 
train. He noticed shortly after that 
the caboose was already out on the 
main track and conductor was not on 
the platform. A 2 per cent grade 
marks the road between there and Penn 
Haven. The trainman realized that he 
could not possibly catch it. Hastening 
to the telegraph office he notified the 
operator. Messages were sent to the 
different stations down the road with 
the hope of sidetracking or derailing 
the runaway car. It was not then 
known whether McHugh was on the 
car or not. The Lizard Creek oper- 
ator reported the car by his station 
and the man at Penn Haven was noti- 
fied only in time to catch a glimpse of 
the-car as it shot by his office. The 
next office was Packerton, twenty miles 
below here, where there is a runaway 
track, built for just such an emer- 
gency. Fortunately no other trains had 
passed that point going west and the 
operator had time to turn the safety 
switch. Other trainmen were dis- 
tributed along the graded track to 
catch the runaway caboose before it 
reached the obstruction at the end. A 
short time after ‘» ear dashed over 
the switch and up the incline. 
Gradually its p - reduced and a 
brakeman boar. i. time to prevent 
it from. striking the obstruction and 
tumbling down the embankment. When 
he entered the car McHugh was found 
sitting on a bench, sound asleep and 
totally oblivious of the perilous ride he

Dozier presiding. An unusually large 
number of teachers were in attendance. 
Among the visitors was Hon. J. W. 
Anderson, State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, who is attending institutes in 
this part of the State. 

The session ovened with a well-ren- 
dered quartette, by pupils from the 
Pasadena High School. 

State Superintendent J. W. Anderson 
was introduced. He said that he was 
glad to see such a spirit of progress 
,manifested by the teachers of Southern 
California. He finds, in his travels over 
the State, a great deal of complaint 


concerning the present course of study’ 


in the public schools. It is not prac- 
tical, and is so encumbered that it is 


impossible for the teachers to thor- 
oughly do the work reguired. The 
teachers should discuss this and kin- 


dred subjects in their institutes. 
high schcols of the State are not work- 
ing in harmony with the best interests 
of higher education. One of the great- 
est calamities that could befall the 
schools would be the elimination, by 
law, c& the supplementary books in 
use. He opposed the enactment of a 
law for the pensioning of teachers. 

Superintendent Leroy D. Brown of 
Les Angcles then delivered an address 
on the ‘Possibilities of Our Associa- 
tion.”’” He said that this association 
means unification of educational 
sentiment among the teachers of South- 
ern California. We believe that there 
is a science of education, but that all 
the truths of this science have not yet 
been discovered. 

The association will tend to cultivate 
a spirit of co-operation among the pro- 
fessional teachers in this part of the 
State. He thought that in due time 
we should have a State and a university 
of our own in Southern California. 

Prof. Kyle then favored the meeting 
by a well-rendered, vocal solo. 

“Physical Education in the Public 
Schools’’ was ably discussed by Super- 
intendent Eli F. Brewn of Riverside. 
Fre said that the child is the central 
figure in any system of education— 
physically, intellectually and morally. 
Physical education is just as much a 
part of our business as the training of 
the intellect or sensibilities. We look, 
today. to Germany for the best there 
is in physical culture. A great revolu- 
has _.taken 
place in France during the past ten 
years. England has no system pecu- 
liar to itself, yet it is far ahead of her 
neighbors in many respects in physi- 
cal culture. Her women can both walk 
and ride the bicycle. The American 
women can do one—ride the bicycle. 
The teachers should be models in all 
that physical culture aims to give. He 
closed with an earnest plea for a sys- 
tem of gymnastics, combining the best 
features of all the systems. 

Prof. C. J. Rohder of Los Ange‘es 
gave an able discussion of “The Ger- 
man System of Gymnastics. He said 
that the German system recognizes in 
man an intellectual and vigorous be- 
ing. Its movements and methods are 
such as involuntary attract and con- 
tinuously held the interest of the 
child, making the lesson in physical 
culture recreative and strengthening to 
the nervous system. It adonts any 
practical physical movements that can 
help to bodily perfection. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The afternoon session was opened by 
a piano solo, after which the discussion 
of ‘‘Physical Education in the Public 
School,” was continued’ by Miss Edith 
Knight of Los Angeles, who began with 
a short biography of Ling, the founder 
of the Swedish system of gymnastics. 
This system claims the harmonious de- 
velopment of the body according ito 
and physiological prin- 
ciples. 

Another feature of the Ling system 
is its careful gradation of exercises 
and its day’s order and progression. 
Progression is a steady growth from 
the minimum of a thing—or exercise— 
to the maximum. 

The ‘“‘Eclectic System" was discussed 
by Prof. Theo Bessing of Los Angeles, 
who said that ‘‘Health, recreation and 
grace’ is our motto. After stating a 
few principles upon which a good -sys- 
tem should be based, he contrasted the 
German and Swedish systems, and 
touched upon the Delsarte; showing 
wherein these were deficient to meet 
the demands of the American schools. 
The time has arrived when scientific 
instruction in gymnastics should be 
given. The best in all systems should 
be combined in a system suited to the 
schools of this country, and to be 
known as the American system of 


gymnastics. 

Watson Nicholson of Santa Paula, fol- 
lowed with a few statistics gathered 
from the different schools of California, 
showing the habits of the pupils con- 
cerning study and_ recreation. The 
majority of teachers heard from Pa 
ferred outdoor sports to any other cir ad 
of gymnastic exercises. 

Prof. Elmer E. Brown, of the State 
University, was then introduced, and 
gave an interesting and instructive 
talk on the “‘Educational Programme 
of California.”” He noted the rapid and 
almost phenomenal of educa- 
tional institutions in California, and of 
the liberal support given to secondary 


The 


| 


or higher education; but said he feared 


that the period of rapid advancement 
would be followed by one of satisfac- 
tion with the present results. What 
has been done should serve as an im- 
petus to still greater efforts. The time 
should soon come when only profes- 
sionally-trained teachers should be em- 
ployed. The problem of thorough pro- 
fessional preparation of teachers for 
secondary work is one of the most dif- 
ficult with which we have to cope. 
Kindergarten and primary teachers are 
provided with the best professional 
training, while there is comparatively 
no training for the secondary teacher. 
The high school is an institution con- 
taining many things peculiar to itself. 
Its pupils have different dispositions 
from those in the lower es. The 
esthetical nature of the child must be 
cultivated. Beauty and utility should 
go hand in hand. The school should 
teach the pupils to love a high stand- 
ard of moral excellence. The schools 
should train promoters of good govern- 
ment. 

Next in order was a recess of five 
minutes. The association was given a 
rare treat in the vocal quartette, in 
some excellently-rendered songs by 
ladies. 

Cc. H. Keyes, president of Throop 
University, continued. the subjeet of 
“Higher Education.” He said that, 
when the law-makers put the pruning- 
knife to higher education, we shall, in- 
deed, have fallen into evil days. The 
legislators are fair representatives of 


the people who send them. The prcs- 
ent administration of the law is hast- 
ening the day when every school shall 
be filled by a professionally-trained 
teacher. It shall not be the function 
of the high school to fit the student for 
the university until it has prepared 
him for life. 

The discussions of the day were 
closed by a paper read by E. T. Pierce 
of Los Angeles State. Normal School. 

The convention will close today.

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The Crimes of C. C. 


Embezzlement and [urder Among 
the Number. 


His Devious Operations in Southern 
California. 


Under Constant Surveillance of the Detec- 
tives He is Unable of Late to Do Any 
Deep Scheming—His Present 
Whereabouts. 


On September 19 telegrapic dispatches 
from Chicago, told of what was claimed 
to be a desperate attempt at suicide. C. 
C. Kramer, was the person named as 
having tried in vain to change the 
course of nature, and end his existence 
by going the way of the “short cut,” 
and the fact that he was alleged to 
have been a former resident of this 
city, lent additional interest to the 
news here. 

The truth of the mater was, as has 
been proven by later developments; 
First, that Kramer had taken nothing 
with intent to commit suicide, but had 
merely laid his plans to deceive his 
relatives by working on their sym- 
pathies, and so secure from them ad- 
ditional funds; and second, that he 
never resided in this city but a short 
time, stopping merely iong enough to 

rform some act which would neces- 
sitate his hurried departure to other 
places where his name and smooth per- 
sonality were not so well known. 

In fact, it is given out by the authori- 
fies that no more thorough-paced 
scoundrel roams at large than “Dr.” 
Cc. C. Kramer, for the history of the 
man’s life is blackened with crime from 
first to last. 

Kramer is again in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and during the past few days 
has left the marks of his handiwork 
in this city. Not succeeding in fooling 


his relatives by alleging to have at-/| 


tempted suicide, he once more departed 
from Chicago, and came West. One 
day last week he registered at the 
Nadeau Hotel, where he staid until 
Wednesday last. ‘Then he left, as was 
his usual custom, Without stopping to 
settle the Dill. It was not generally 
known where he went, but Detective 
Insley was watching him, and states 
that he is now located at Santa Fe 
Springs. 

On last Tuesday evening he went out 
for “a night of it,’ and did not return 
until daybreak. He hired at least 
three hacks, and did not pay either uf 
the drivers their fare. During the 
night he visited a number of houses of 
prostitution. At one of these he passed 
two worthless checks for $20 each, one 
on the First National Bank and one on 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’, drawn to 
the order of himself, and indorsed on 
the back with his name. On one of 
his rounds he also stopped at a fruit 
store, and bought a quantity of fine 
fruit to take to a “lady” friend. In 
payment for the same he presented an- 
other check for $20, and asked for the 
change. The storekeeper refused to 
accept the check on such condition, and 
then Kramer wanted to leave it as se- 
curity for $5. He did not succeed in 
this either and went away. 

The story of his previous career, as 
Blready intimated, is colored with the 
commission of nearly every crime on 
the calendar. He was born at Chanute, 
Kan., where his relatives, who are 
highly-respected people, now reside. 
His father is a druggist, and quite 
wvell-to-do. 

Young Kramer was always wild and 
ungovernable. About seven years ago, 
he got into trouble at Kansas City, be- 
ing arrested for the embezzlement of 
gmeveral hundred dollars. At that time 
his relatives came to his rescue, and 
succeeded in having him cleared of the 
charge. 

In less than a year afterward mur- 
Ger was added to the list of crimes, 
which Kramer had committed. His 
dangerous and quarrelsome nature 
had again proven his bad angel. He 
shot and killed Dr. Bartell, a prom- 
inent citizen of Chanute in cold blood, 
and because of some’ difficulty over a 
woman. He simply walked deliberately 
up to Bartell, who was standing on 
the sidewalk, pulled out a revolver, and 


without a moment’s warning fired aj 


shot into the doctor’s body. 

The best legal talent int the State of 
Kansas was engaged to defend the 
murderer. After a‘*few months’ im- 
wrisonment, through the eloquence of 
is attorneys, and the wisdom of a 
jury, Kramer was oncé more’ turned 
loose upon the community, a free and 
untrammelled man, except for the 
black record which besmirched his 
name and character. 

It was about six months ago that he 
arrived in this part of the country. 
He did not stop here at that time, but 
went on to San Diego as an agent for 
a gold cure establishment. At San 
Diego he got into more trouble by pass- 
ing checks of no value on unsuspecting 
acauaintances. He afterward came on 
‘to this citv. As soon as he left San 
‘Diego Detective. Insley was notified, 
and the latter has since kept a close 
watch upon him while he remained in 
these parts. 

After making his last trip to Chicago, 
during which the suicide episode oc- 
curred. Kramer has laid rather low. 
He returned here several weeks ago, 
but finding that he was being closely 
watched, did not operate with his for- 
mer facility and boldness. After jump- 

. ing his hotel bill he went to Santa Fe 
Springs, where he is stopping at pres- 
ent. 

Formerly he wore a mustache, but of 
late he has gone about with a smooth- 
Shaven face. In appearance he is 
described as being 35 years of age, 
about 6 feet 9 inches in height, weigh- 
ing perhaps 190 pounds. He is well 
built. and a smooth talker. 

He is such a man. according to all

MARKED THE MONEY. 


Richard Bagley Accused of Petty 
Larceny. | 


Paid Out Coin Taken from a Workingman’s 
Pocket, but Claims That He Can 
Prove His Entire 
Innocence. 


Richard Bagley, an inspector in the 
employ of the Sunset Telephone Com- 
pany, was arrested yesterday on a war- 
rant sworn to by H. 8S. Tittel, charging 
him with petty larceny. . 

During the past three years various 
small sums of money have been missed 
from the pockets of linemen and others 
who would hang up their coats and 
vests in a room set apart for that pur- 
pose at the telephone headquarters be- 
fore going out to work for the day. 

It was a part of Bagley’s work to 
send the men out on the different lines 
to do repair work, and he always at- 
tended to the matter of paying the car- 
fare for the employees under his direc- 
tion. He also had access to the coat- 
room. When the matter of the missing 
money became such an old story, and 
the thief escaped detection, suspicion 
fell upon Bagley. Accordingly a trap 
was laid to catch him, with marked 
coins as bait. First, a 10-cent piece 
was marked so that it might be easily 
detected among others, and placed in 
one of the men’s pockets. In the even- 
ing it was missing, and a few days 
after it -ame into the hands of an em- 
ployee of the company from Bagley, 
who peid it out as care-fare, along 
with some other coin. 

Not oontent with a single trial, the 
telephone workmen marked a nickel, 
and it went through the same course, 
being paid out by Bagley again as the 
10-cent plece had been. 

This seemed to prove conclusively 
that Bagley was the thief who had 
been stealing the men’s money for so 
long, and a warrant was sworn out for 
his arrest, and yesterday afternoon he 
was taken before Justice Seaman. 

Bagley was ready for trial at onee, 
but the court did not believe it possi- 
ble to take up the matter until Tues- 
day, and released Bagley on his own 
recognizance until that’ time. The ac- 
cused man admits that he paid out a 
marked coin, but maintains that he 
can easily prove himself innocent of 
any theft.

Savings Banks and the 
Money Market. 


Eastern Arrivals Who are Slow 
About Buying. 


Advertising as a Means of Selling 


Property. 


Best Side Property Still in Demand—Chino 
Sugar-beet Land— Alameda Street. 
Sale of a Hotel—East First 
Street—Notes. 


The action of the savings banks, in 
offering to pay depositors ahead of time, 
to which reference has already been 
made in these columns, has had a 
marked effect on the money market, 
which is now much easier than it has 
been for a long time past. People who 
have been holding their money, under 


the impression that they would be able. 


to loan out at a very high rate of in- 
terest toward New Year's, are now in 
the market, seeking to place it, and 
are willing to accept more reasonable 


for a moment, a few weeks ago. 
WILL RESUME LOANING. 

From present indications, aided in 
some instances by direct statements 
from the parties in interest, it will be 
but a short time before e savings 
banks of San Francisco will resume 
making loans on approved security, as 
heretofore, and will put into circulation 
thereby a great deal of money whch 
they have been keeping itocked up Jn 
their vaults. It is claimed that their 
annual statement, which will be due on 
January 1, will show them to have 
nearly, or quite, twice as much money 
on hand as they had on the Ist of last 
January, and the natural sequence will 
be to let it go. This action will un- 
doubtedly soon be followed by the sav- 
ings banks of this city, which also find 
themselves with large amounts on 
hand, a great portion of which the 
depositors do not want, now that they 
can get it. 

EVILS OF UNLIMITED DEPOSITS. 


In order to protect themselves and 
their depositors, the banks were forced 
to hoard money for some time past. 
Moet of the large drafts which have 

made upon them have come from 
the large depositors. This leads to the 
question of the evils of the system which 
allows unlimited deposits to be made 
in savings banks. Savings banks were 
not primarily intended for the use of 
large capitalists, and when they do 
that kind of business they not only 
keep capital from being put to some 
useful purpose, but also endanger them- 
selves. Referring to this phase of the 
question, the San Francisco Chronicle 
has the following sensible remarks: 

“It is an acknowledged fact that the 
banks which have been a trifle pressed 
are those which allow unlimited de- 
posits. The banks which allow no in- 
dividual] to deposit more than $4000 have 
not been pressed. There is Surely a good 
leason in this. The payment of high in- 
terest is a standing temptation to the 
unenterprising, lazy capitalist which he 
The moment he sees a 
chance of obtaining a larger rate of 
interest than the bank pays he pounces 
down upon it and draws his money, 
utterly careless how much the bank 
may be pushed thereby. 


not take place, and the capitalist who 
leisureiy draws high, interest would 
have to bestir himself to find other 
channels of investment. He might be 
made enterprising in spite of himself 
and’ might see himself the patron of 
hitherto undeveloped industries which 
would add to the wealth and develop- 
ment of the entire community. With 
the financial stringency practically a 
thing of the past it is perfectly safe 
to say that one or two of the local 
savings banks have had to ‘hustle’ to 
meet the demands of capitalistic money 
lenders, and they do not feel grateful 
toward these usurere.” |

The banks already contain a very large 
amount, and much money is being 
brought in every day by new arrivals 
from the East. 

THE WISE MEN FROM THE EAST.

A method of adver- 
tising which might work. well in the 
case of a cheap jewelry sale or a va- 
riety shew does not answer when it 
comes®to selling real estate. It must 
be taken for granted that men who 
have means and inclination to purchase 
property as possessed of intelligence 
and business sense. The man who 
takes the public for fools will never 
prove a permanent success as a real 
estate agent. The proper way is to 
carefully think out all the advantages 
which attach to the property which is 
offered for sale and then to set them 
forth in terse, brief and forcible man- 
ner as reasons why a citizen should 
part with his good United States dollars 
in exchange for Los Angeles dirt. The 
real estate agent may do this himself 
if he possesses the requisite ability, 
otherwise it is better for him ‘to hire 
someone else to do the work. The pre- 
paring ef effective advertisements has 
got to almost a science nowadays, 
and the man who studies that science 
never fails to make money, provided, of 
course, that he has something of merit 
to offer the public. 

There are different ways of advertis- 
ing, and some of them are scarcely 
better than not advertising at all. Take, 
for instance, an administrator's . auc- 
tion of over one hundred acres of land, 
fifty lots, one brick store and three 
dwelling-houses, which was held on 
Wednesday last. A brief notice of this 
auction was printed on handbills, which 
were distributed around town, and an 
advertisement was inserted in a small 
afternoon paper, ‘which circulates al- 
most exclusively among lawyers. Of 
course, the attendance at the auction 
was very small, and only a small 
amount was sold at low prices. This 
was attributed by the administrator to 
the fact that money is scarce at pres- 
ent. Such, however, is not the case.

BEET-SUGAR LAND. 

Mr. Gird has met with much success 
in the sale of his beet land at Chino. 
He reports having sold, up to date, 
to the value of over $130,000. The en- 
couraging results which have been 
achieved at Anaheim and Chino during 
the past, have greatly stimulated the 
demand for this land. The little town 
of Chino promises to become a place 
of some importance. During the past 
season 753 carloads of sugar and other 
freight were shipped from that point. 
Chino is now the leading beet-sugar 
producer in the United States. Of 27,- 
000,000 pounds of beet sugar manufac- 
tured in this country last year, 15,000,000 
pounds were made in Chino. Mr. Gird 
expects to work next year 80,000,000 
tons of beets, and has ordered 110,000 
pounds of seed from Germany. All this 
—with the probable action of Congress 
in removing the bounty by instalments 
has greatly stimulated the demand for 
land that is capable of growing sugar 
beets. Such land is not likely to remain 
long in the market at present prices. 
as its true capabilities become better 
understood.

SAN FRANCISCO AND LOS ANGELES 

A San Francisco paper prints some 
figures showing the increase of the 
value of real estate in that city dur- 
ing the past thirty-three years. It ap- 
pears from them that the plece of 
ground trpon which the Mills building 
stands, sold for $52,000 in 1860, and is 
valued today at $450,000. This is not 
much to boast of. In fact, if the $52,- 
000 had been invested in securities at 
6 per cent., compounded annaully, the 
origina! capital would have increased 
to $355,966, or almost as much as the 
value which is now placed on the land. 
There are many pieces of property in 
this city which could show a much 
more wonderful rate of increase than 
this, and not within thirty-three years, 
but within thirteen years. Take, for 
instance, property on Broadway, which 
could have been bought for $50 a foot 
thirteen years ago, and is now worth 
$600, or take land in the southwestern 
part of the city, which could have been 
purchased in 1880 for less than $100 an 
acre, and which is now worth over $100 
a front foot. When it comes to ad- 
vances in the value of realty, San Fran- 
cisco is evidently nq in it alongside of 
Los Angeles. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO. 


In connection with this ‘subject the 
following interesting reminiscence may 
be quoted.

The Convention and the Bugs. 

At the time that the matter for last 
week's agricultural departnient was 
prepared, the Fruit-growers’ Conven- 
tion was in the midst of fits labors. 
After that, several important sessions 
"were held. 

An interesting paper on quarantine 
was read by Alexander Craw, the quar- 
antine officer of the State Board of 
Horticulture. Mr. Craw urged that 
Congress be requested to frarne a gen- 
eral quarantine law, which should be 
enforced in connection with our State 
and county laws. Mr. Berry, the Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner of Tuiare 
county, spoke strongly in favor of par- 
asites, as a means of destroying fruit 
pests. A resolution was then intro- 
duced, commending the action of -the 
State board in introducing scaie para- 
sites, declaring that the efforts of the 
board have been crowned with signal 
success, and requesting the Legislature 
at its next session to appropriate the 
sum. of $10,000 for the discovery and im- 
portation of more perasites, the ex- 
penditure of the money to be confided 
to the State board. After all we have 
heard on this subject, it might have 


been expected that there would have | 


been a long and bitter debate upon the 
resolution. Such, however, was not 
the case. After a few words of criti- 
cism from Mr. Collins of Ontario, the 
resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions for report. It 
Was subsequently reported favorably 
and adopted, as was another strong 
resolution, deploring the studied and 
unwarranted attack which has lately 
been made upon the State Board of 
Horticulture, and particularly upon its 
president and secretary, by certain 
persons, who, by correspondence and 
otherwise, seek to create the impres- 
gion that the fruit-growers of ofie sec- 
tion of the State are inimical to the 
board and its officers. 

It might be supposed—as we should 
certainly in reason be entitled to hope— 
that this would finally settle the vexed 
question, but we fear that such is not 
the case. for there are already signs that 
these few men who have caused all 
the trouble have begun to disseminate 
in an anonymous manner charges and 
complaints which they had not the 
courage to set forth in the convention. 
Fruit-growers of the State have now, 
however. had a chance to ascertain the 
true importance of this small band of 
guerillas. and will doubtless decide to 
Judge on these matters for themselves 
without being influenced in any way 
by the remarks of these interested peo- 
ple. In this connection, it may be well 
—although it should scarcely be nec- 


essary— for The Times to stafe that it’

nia State Board of Horticulture has a 
counterpart in a dispute which has 
arisen between the National Grange 
and Secretary Morton. It appears that 
the Secretary went out of his way to 
abuse the organization, and the Grange, 
in its session at Syracuse, N. Y., admin- 
istered to him asevere rebuke. This is. 
not the first time that Mr. Morton has 
been the subject of expressions of dis- 
satisfaction on part ofthe farmers of 
the country. His views on many snub- 
jects are peculiar, not tosay narrow, 
and are not shared by half of the iead- 
ing authorities of the country. Oneof 
the prominent delegates tothe recent 
Irrigation Congress in Los Angeles 
called upon Mr. Morton at Washington 
to ask him to give his moral support to 
the movement. Hesaysthe Secretary 
stated in a flat-footed. manner that he 
believed all the available agricultural 
landin the United States that could be 
utilized in this manner had been taken 
up, and that moreover he did not be- 
lieve if any movement which would cre. 
ate more competition with. American 
farmers, Ofcourse “to the man who 
holds such views as these there was 
nothing more to besaid. Mr. Morton 
had probabiy never given any consider- 
ation to the little matter of $100,000,. 
000 or so which is sent abroad 

every year for sugar, all of which 
might be produced on the arid lands in 
question without. interfering in the 
least with the American farmer. 

Mr. Cleveland seems scarcely to have 
been as fortunate in his selection ofa 
Secretary of Agriculture as was Mr. 
Harrison. ‘‘Uncle’’ Jerry Rusk was a 
universal favorite among the farmers. 
He was in thorough sympathy with them 
and they had confidence in him. It is 
such a man who should he atthe head 
of the important Department of Agri- 
culture. Little good can be accom- 
plished by that department unless it is 
in close touch with the farmers of the 
country, and this does not seemto be 
the case at present. 


Fruit-growers and the Railroads. 
' Although action on the resolution 
favoring government ownership or con- 
trolofthe railroads was deferred by 
the Fruit-growers’ Convention until a 
later date, it was evident that a large 
number of the delegates present favored 
some action of this sort, and had it not 
been for determined opposition on the 
part of one or two delegates from the 
central part of the State, the resolution 
would undoubtedly have gone through. 

The fruit-growers feel very strongly 
in regard to what they consider the 
umreasonable actions of the railroad 
companies, and it is not unnatural that- 
they should do so. One horticulturist 
in the convention stated that he had 
paid the railroad company $250 per 
acre for freight on his orange crop. If 
only from motives of self-interest, the 
railroads should make their charges on 
fruit as low as they possibly can, and 
thus foster an industry which already 
contributes such large sumsto their 
coffers and which promises to yield them 
ten times as much within a few years, 
unless the growers are discouraged by 
having to pay the bulk of their gross 
receipts for freight. Another point to 
be considered is that the carrying of 
the California fruit crop is going to be 
sucha big thing that all the leading 
railroads of the country are beginning 
to look out for it, and unless rates are 
made as reasonable as possible, the com- 
panies which at present share the busi- 
ness will’ undoubtedly find themselves 
with more competition on hand than 
they care for. 


No “Organ.’’ 

The Fruit- growers’ Convention 
showed its good sense by passing a res- 
olution to the effect that no particular 
publication, horticultural, agricultural, 
or otherwise, be designated as the spec- 
ial ‘‘organ’’ of the fruit growing inter- 
est. The horticultural industry isnot a 
side show in California, as it is in some 
States. Itisthe principal industry of 


the State, and, as such receives atten- 


tion from the press of the State which 

isnot given to it elsewhere. Much 

space is devoted by the daily papers of 

Califormia to reports of meetings of 

horticuitural bodies and to the discus- 

sion of questions affecting their inter- 


of the existing tariff, but in favor of 
even a higher protective duty on the 
imported article, or a lower freight 
rate; perhaps both. Certainly some- 
thing is wrong when our own people 
cannot compete, in their own markets, 
with foreign countries in one of the 
most prolific products of our own soil. 
.t is the same way with other varieties 
of fruit. California fruit is sold the year 
round in all the Eastern cities, but it 
is higher than that from other countries. 
Nevertheless, people who can afford it, 
prefer it, because it is nicer in every 
way. But poor people generally buy 
the inferior foreign article. 


No Danger of Over-production. 

(Florida Agriculturist:) California 
made a splendid exhibit of her oranges 
at the World’s Fair, but many Califor- 
nians at the fair were honest enough 
to admit of the superior flavor of the 
Florida orange. In the market places 
at Chicago the Florida orange always 
had the preference of buyers, though 
the California fruit was beautiful to 
look upon and cheap and abundant. 

The talk about producing more 
oranges than are wanted, by men and 
papers in States where no such fruit 
grows, is all nonsense, and it is the idle 
vaporings of the enemies of the fruit- 
growers of this State. A correspondent 
of the Tampa Tribune puts it down 
about right in saying ‘‘the orange busi- 
ness in Florida, the only State in the 
Union which can produce such delic- 
iously-flavored oranges, can never be 
overdone. Neither California, Mexico, 
nor the Central American States can 
hope to outrival us in a fruit that has 
no parallel for luxuriance of flavor on 
the surface of this mundane sphere. 
California growers may blow and blus- 
ter, and spend their millions in trriga- 
tion and frost-preventive methods, but 
the fact remains that no such flavor 
is possible in any other latitude on 
earth equal to that of Florida’s golden 
product.”’ 

The attempt to make intending set- 
tlers believe that coming to Florida to 
grow fruit is unprofitable will fail, and 
only such talk comes from those who 
desire to attract settlers to sections 
where. semi-tropical fruits cannot be 
produced. 


Ina f ew years, any intelligent man 
may build up a herdof improved cows, 
trained in this way to larger product 
of milk and an increased proportion of 
butter. But it is easily perceived that 
this is not possible to every man, for it 
requires a mental condition that is 
rather rare, and onethat has been so 
well described by the philosopher, 
Locke, ‘tas of one who goes about every- 
thing, even the most trifling, always 
with some reason, and above all things 
loves order, and has a way of observing 
it in everything with wonderful exact- 
ness.’’ This is not easily found in any 
vocation, but unfortunately it is yet 
harder to find among farmers, who, asa 
rule, rarely cultivate sucha spirit. But 
itis indispensable for success in this 
work asin any occupation of the human 
race. 


Keeping Cream in Hot Weather. 

(Pacific Rural Press:) To the Editor: 
The condition of temperature is one that 
cannot be too strictly attended to. 
Dairy farms, dairy-houses and dairy 
reoms should be fitted up with special 
reference to it. It is both a winter and 
summer condition, but doubly impor- 
tant in warm climates and during the 
high heats of summer. A favorable tem- 
perature throughout is a sine qua non— 
an indispensable condition, in success- | 
ful, i. e., profitable butter-making. If 
this condition is not properly observed, 
whatever else may be done, uniform re- 
sults need not be looked for; for, in 
profitable dairying, everything hinges 
on, or is modified by,. temperature. 
A dairy thermometer should, in all cases, 
be used, to be certain of attaining the 
exact temperature necessary to secure 
best results—no guess work will answer. 
If the temperature is correct, and the 
cream evenly ripened, results cannot 
fail of being satisfactory. Throughout 
the South and Southwest the steady 
heat of summer necessitates, on the 
part of the. succeseful dairyman, some’ 


preparation that « the average 
farmer has not, and, in far 
too many instances (for their 


own good) does not care to make, viz., 
a place where both milk and butter 
may be kept cool during the long-cons 
tinued, high heats of summer. The heat 
is no greater South than in parts of 
the North, neither is it so oppressive. 
It is not hotter, but it is more steadily 
warm South than it is North; the soil 
becomes more heated by the direct rays 
of the sun, and heat is accumulated, ‘

digging is commenced. Have the sleep- 
ers twelve feet long, so they will come 
out even with the outer edge of the 
sills, These sleepers should likewise 


apart, and sufficiently stout to hold 
up the weight of the dirt excavated, 
which, when the dairy is completed, 
is all put back on the flooring, cover- 
ng the excavation. The flooring should 
be thick, say two inches, matched, or 
the joints broken with some lighter 
material. A stout plank:should be 
nailed perpendicularly to..the ends of 
the sleepers, and another one on the end 
farthest from the door, to thoroughly 
exclude ajl dirt. Although not abso- 
lutely essential, it is much better to 
ceil it overhead and cover the floor and 
walis with a liberal coating of cement. 
We have seen several fixed this way, 
and must say they are a complete suc- 
cess. Butter can be kept in them in 
midsummer as firm as in midwinter, 
while the butter of the “flush season”’ 
can be kept perfectly sweet and nice, 
for family use next winter, when butter 
is apt to be scarce, by wrapping each 
churning separately in a clean, muslin 
cloth and putting it (previously salted, 
as for immediate use) in large, stone 
jars, which must be kept partially filled 
with brine, sufficiently strong with salt 
to bear up an egg. Care should be 
taken at all times to keep the butter 
fully submerged, by having pieces of 
plank cut round to fit the inside of the 


found that six feet in the center is 
sufficiently deep. Start the excavation 
10 feet wide, dig down 2 feet, then 
leave a shelf (of dirt) all around of 8 
inches in width; this shelf may be used 
to hold cane of fruit and, vegetables, 
jars of pickles, preserves, jams, jellies, 
etc. This leaves the excavation 8 feet 
8 inches wide; dig down 18 inches fur- 
ther, then leave anotheni wider shelf 
(2% feed wide,)also of dint; all around, 
except at the entrance; this is to set 
the milk vessels on. The: jars of but- 
ter may be set on the floor at the end 
farthest from the door. This leaves 
the excavation in the center 3 feet 8 
inches wide, which, for all practical 
purposes, is amply sufficient, to be dug 
down until it is 6 feet deep. For the 
steps measure back from where the en- 
trance is to be, 6 feet, and 3 feet 8 
inches wide, dig down, leaving steps 
from the doorway (like the shelves, 
also of dirt) 8 inches wide and 8 inches 
deep, till the bottom is reached, when

Over these steps and fastened _ se- 
curely to the end sleeper must be built 
a tight, snug little frame building, 6. 
feet high and sufficiently wide and. 
long to completely cover the steps, 
with small but good sills lying flat on 
the ground as a foundation; a good roof

door. When this subterranean dairy 
is dug in stiff clay there is but little if 
any danger of water rising in it; more 
especially. if cemented on the inside. 
It is useless to dig them in sand. 

After the excavation is cOmpleted and 
the woodwork all finished, then they 
dirt must be thrown back on top of 
the flooring, making a long, conical 
pile reaching the entire length of the 
excavation, making it steep enough on 
each side ta shed all rain water. Those 
who prefer to do so can simply cover 
the floor with eight to twelve inches of 
dirt, level it off, and then build a house 
over it. The temperature in these un- 
derground dairies is comparatively 
even—both summer and winter; rang- 
ing during the hot summer months 
from 69 to 68 deg. Fahr.; average 
temperature 64 deg. | 

The plan practiced by some, of sus- 
pending milk in the well, cannot be t 
Strongly condemned; if a very smal 
portion of the milk is accidentally or 
through carelessness spilled in the well, 
the water, for drinking purposes, is ir- 
retrievably ruined. If obliged to use 
well water as a refrigerating agent, 
draw the water out of the well and use 
it elsewhere. Ice is too expensive (even 
at 1 cent a pound) for those who are 
not forced to use it. We.have used it 
but little, and the only advantage we 
could discover from its use-was that it 
hastened the cream in rising to the sur- 
face. This hastening of. the cream to 
the surface can be brought about just 
as surely, as speedily, and far more’ 
economically by 


DILUTING THE MILK. 


This plan is fast coming into use| 


wherever it is known, and in the ab- 
sence of ice, spring-house or dairy, is 
simple, inexpensive and a saving of la- 
bor. The milk. warm from the cow, 
is strained into a can, till it is half 
filled; then fill up the can with cold 
water, which aerates the milk and im- 
mediately reduces its temperature to 
about 70 deg., even in the warmest of 
weather. All the cream will separate 
and rise to the surface in less than 
four hours; the cream may be skimmed 
off from the top, or the combined milk 
and water drawn off by a faucet from 
the bottom of the can till the cream 
appears, which is then drawn off into a 
Separate vessel; the can or cans used 
for the morning’s milk are ready to be 
used for the night's milk. In spite of the 
economy, simplicity and ease of the

Sheep as Debt Paye 

(Florida Agriculturist:) When I 
first commenced farming on my own 
accout, I went heavily in debt— 
$4000—for a farm. I had about thirty 
sheep. I took eighty more for two 
-years, giving one pound of wool per 
‘head and returning the same num- 
ber at the expiration of the lease. 
The sheep were fair-grade Merinos, 
yielding about five pounds of wool per 
head. bought a high-priced ram each 
of the two years. I raised about one 
hundred lambs. When they were 
sheared they gave me an average of 
over seven pounds of wool per head, 
the next cross gave me between eight 
and nine pounds per head. At the end 
of six years I had my farm paid for 
and had a flook of sheep that could 
carry off the lion’s share of the prizes 
at our county fair. It was in 1862 when 
I first commenced. 


Poultry breeding a@s such has been 
mongrelized by breeding without suffi- 
cient thought or adequate investigation, 
believing special care therein would not 
pay, and considering only that a hen 
was a hen, an egg an egg; but now that 
we have entered upon an age of prog- 
ress and development, our poultry in- 
terests are receiving their share of at- 
tention, and the American standard is 
getting in some fine work, even with 
the latter’s many defects, which time 
alone can remedy in the only right di- 
rection—the line of pure breeding. 


Good Table Fowl. 

(Southern Cultivator:) The Wyandotte 
is a good table fowl. In fact, it is one 
of the very best. A Wyandotte chicken 
three months old makes a dish good 
enough for anybody when cooked in 
good style. 

A neighbor of ours makes a specialty 
of Silver Wyandottes. He is a farmer, 
but an exceptional one. He carries on 
a large farm, but does not neglect his 
fowls. On the contrary, he takes 


»prove his stock every year. 

Recently he drove up to our gate 
with several coop containing six lozen 
young Wyandotte chickens on his 
wagon. They were bound for the city 
market, and a finer lot of young 
chickens we never saw. 

Our friend raises them for the mar- 
ket, because they pay him better than 
scrubs. He is not a breeder that 
seeks the fancy trade only, but be- 
hlieves in utilizing the best for prac- 
‘tical ‘purposes. At this season the 
prices for such stock ranges from 9 
.to 15 cents a pound in the city, where 
they are sold by weight. That's where 
the value of a good, blocky  large- 
‘bodied chicken like the Wyandotte 
comes -in. They have weight, and 
weight counts where chickens are sold 
by the pound. - 

Early in the spring as much as 40 
and 50 cents a pound is realized for 
good-sized frying chickens. A lady of 
our acquaintance sold a small coop of 
early ones in April, and bought her a 
carpet with the 8. 

The young Wyandotte is a _ fast 

rower, and a solid one that soon gets 
at enough to eat. 

Incubators and brooders are great 
helpers to the grower of market 
-poultry, as the hens cannot. be relied 
}upon when early chickens are desired. 


Let Your Hens Sit. 

Better results are obtained from 
hens that are allowed to sit than when 
they are prevented from incubating. 
When the hen goes on her nest to sit, 
she does so for the purpose of using 
the fat of her body to impart heat to 
the eggs, and as she seldom leaves the 
nest to feed, she becomes reduced in 
flesh by the time the eggs are hatched. 
She also secures rest and recuperates. 
As a rule, a sitting hen is nearly always 
fat, and to, preveM@® her from sitting, 
simply keep her in a condition unfa- 
vorable to laying. There are times, 
however. when no chicks are desired. 
In such cases, let the hen go on the 
nest, giving her a few porcelain eggs. 
Do not break her from sitting, as she 
-will soon become broody again, and will 
[lay but few eggs before going on the 
pest the second time; but if kept on 
the nest for two or three weeks, and 
then “breken up,’ she will come off in 
excellent condition for laying, and will 
lay more eggs than she would have 
done: if prevented from aitting: includ- 
ing the time lost in tncubation, and she

All over the Southern West, as 
the result ot ante-bellum methods, there 
has been a scarcity of genuine thrift— 
the thrift that has made France rich, 
to say nothing of England and New En- 
gland—while the central and ultramen- 
tane West have suffered from a very 
general feverish, speculative, restless, 
move-to-the-next-cheap-land - or- boom- 
town sort of feeling, which has been 
productive of bad farming, bad contriv- 
ing and reckless living. Wherever the 
plow spends the winter at an end of the 
last furrow, and wherever the fences 
do not command the respect of maraud- 
ing cows, there men decay and wealth 
does not accumulate. The man of thrift 
gets many times as much service from 
his tin cup, his cook stove, his harness 
and his mule as the man of slovenly 
habits. The West needs to exchange 
an army of slovenly apprentices for as 
Many. well-trained journeymen. The 
exchange will be made in time. 

The West has been forced to build its 
public institytions quickly, where th: 
East has had centuries of time, and the 
resulting debt has caused the West to 
be somewhat retarded by the slow but 
sure rise in the value of the gold which 
it promised to pay. The West will gain 
by paying all its debts with rigid hon- 
esty. Franchises should no longer be 
given away. Every city should furnish 
its own water, gas, transportation and 
light either djrectly or by contract. 
The West should do more of its. own 
manufacturing. This should begin on 
the farm and in the home. The old- 
fashioned New England farm economies 
were, in substance, merely home manu- 
} factures.’ Out of them our ancestors 
rich. The West should cultivate 
assiduously all those characteristics 
which will excite the love and admi- 
ration of herown sons and daughters 
and the stranger within her gates.
